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SUBJECT: HH-1 



1. iIH-1 '8 personal backgroixnd is that of a peasant boy 
who's father got rich and had hi® go to the university. 
Direct intelligence background of HH-1 appears to be 
weak. Subject h:»9 not undergone any proper intelligence 
training. He is the type of a provinci'^l busybody with 
peasant-slyness that sometimes reaches shrewdness. Governed 
by these characteristics he approaches any problem; however, 
he lacks a methodical mind and always changes subjects 
without having the previous one completed. 

2. His original contact witli intelligence appears to 
have oocured between 1934 and 1945 when he was the illegal 
editor of the Nazi "Oesterreichischer Beobachter**, there 
he collected and digested intelligence on a subjective 
party-line basis. His work as a leading man with the 
Upper Austrian Gauleitung was rueld by subjectivity, as 

it was customary within NSDAP. ills brief (3-months) work 
with the German Foreign Office, a study trip through the 
Balkans, ended with his being fired for allegedly 
exaggerated subjectivity directed against HIBBENTHOi” a 
pet-diplomats. As a soldier he was again in press-work 
with the Propaganda-iCompanie . otill officially with that 
organization, he wound up in the Adriatic coast area as 
an adviser to Gauleiter and Reichskommissar RAINER at 
Trieste. There subject had built up a contact with Cr.tholic 
Bishop Antonio oAMTIN to sav-e. the Trieste harbor from 
destruction by the Germans. 

3 . .Vhen on an alleged mission for SARTIA' to the Pope, 

he was recognized by Austrian refugees in Home who had him 
arrested by the British. Subject from 1945 through 1947 
iwaa kept under British intern,ment and was then handed over 
to the Austrians who finally released him from prison in 
1948 . This imprisonment had left its marks on HH-l and 
has possibly made him somewhat numb for the threat of 
arrest, provided this would not harm his imagined reputation. 
He is likely to think of himself in terms of a martyr on 
behalf of Greater-German interests. 
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4. In 1948 , HH-1 joined up tiirough Brich KERJUAAYH with 
Dr. Wilhelm HOTTL. tiis work with that " intelligence-selling" 
group consisted of interpreting and translating, - s he 
explained it. The group, in its niajority, consisted o-^ ' ^ 
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old Nazi handa. Aa ouoject sxplaina it, the split occurred 
soon after. From then ou ne reported unfriendly on il'JTTL 
and latoron also on . It is not impossible that 

subject's animosity was based subjectively on an aversion 
against ill'TTL's o.ore conservative trend, and when feeling 
a competition wit’n KcIdihAA i'K ' s Hociiilist conxieotions also 
against the latter. He and ilz’riiu/iAfti were using the same 
socialists for their hoped-for success in an easy incorporat- 
ion of large numbers of forner Nuzio within 3P0e. Kither 
one had hoped for personal success aa "the" leading 
appertser, neither of them made achievements on a large 
scale. Phero is one furidan’ental idea that H.d-1' iCiidilMAfR 
and :f'5TTI. have in common: They hope to use intelli^^ence 
connections in an endeavor for a political career (they 
all have gone through the same schooling of Nazi suo jectivity).
